SPARKS FROM MARK: 

It has been awhile since I have given an 
update on our building project, which is 
finishing off of the worship space. The first 
part of October we had the sound technician 
from Audio Visional Sound that came and 
met with part of the building committee for 
the project and the different musicians that 
help with our liturgies. We look at different 
possibilities; however, it was hard to get an 
idea with the church full of people. 

On the weekend of November 6 and 7 we 
will be “trying out” a new sound system that 
will be set up in the church and gathering, 
hopefully we will be able to get better of 
sense of what we need by actually trying out 
a sound system. 

All the other bids for the most part have 
come in. I will be meeting with the building 
project committees in the next month or so 
hoping to finalize our project. At that time 
we will have drawings and the cost 


estimation for the completion of our worship 
space. 

As a review for all of us we will be creating a 
beautiful Blessed Sacrament Chapel where 
the current mother’s room is presently 
located. Because we will be moving the 
tabernacle to the Blessed Sacrament Chapel 
the wall behind the altar will be changed and 
a San Domino Cross painted by a local artist 
and a parishioner Terry Nelson will be put on 
the back wall behind the altar. The present 
cross will be moved the Blessed Sacrament 
Chapel. 

The walls where the storage and confessional 
are presently will be taken down and will 
become a place for choirs and music 
ministry. The confessional will be moved to 
where the statue of Mary is and the statue of 
Mary will be moved to join Joseph and the 
infant Jesus, in a sense uniting the Holy 
Family. 

There will also new speakers that will be put 
up in the gathering area that help when we 
have functions in the gathering area, or over 
flow from our liturgies, as well as when 
parents need a time out with a child. 

Again this is quick over view of the project 
that we have been working on for a long time 
now in this parish. Hopefully we are staring 
to see the light at the end of the tunnel.
